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IT'S A SAD SITUATION: 


It's sad indeed to see the administrator of a city as badly fouled 
up as the Porterville city manager was at last Tuesday night's city 
council meeting. . ee 

The issue involved renewal of the city's insurance policy; this, in 
turn, involves an accurate inventory of city equipment, with valuation 
of each piece of equipment. : 

The confusion ‘becaite apparent when it was reported by the city 
clerk, who with the former acting city manager, had been instructed 
to check into city insurance, that eight pieces of equipment from the 
municipal airport are no longer owned by the city, but are still being 
insured by the city, including such things as a ton and a half truck, a 
D-4 tractor, a fork lift and other such easy-to-misplace items. ; 

And it was also brought to light that pieces of equipment used in 
city maintenance work have been disposed of but are still being in- 
sured; and further, that value on considerable city equipment is ap> 
parently out-dated and too high. : ; 

In the course of the conversation, City Councilman George Skil- 
ton asked the city manager if it was his job to keep up inventory and 
insurance records. The city manager said he didn't know. 

Other conversation established the fact that the last time values 
were placed on city inventory items was in 1950, that since that date 
no effort has been made Hil So values up to date. This, of course, 
effects insurance rates. : 

Actually, each department of the city apparently has an accurate 
inventory record as to items, but department heads do not place value 
on these items. 

At least an accurate listing of equipment could have been given 
the insurance company by merely checking department inventories, 
but this has not been done. That's no doubt the reason that one piece 
of airport equipment that was disposed of 10 years ago is still being 
insured. 

Two basic points of confusion exist: |. The insurance company 
has equipment listed, and is charging a premium on equipment that 
the city no longer owns; 2. No city equipment has up-to-date valua- 
tion. 

Add a third point: The city manager, who has as one of his duties 
"to keep the council advised on the needs of the city", has let a mud- 
dled insurance situation drag along for several years. We would say 
that the city manager should long ago have become aware of the 
situation and "advised the council" on this particular need of correc- 
tion by the city. 

At any rate, insurance and inventory confusion in the city hall is 
so great that councilmen withheld payment of a $7,000-plus insurance 
premium, pending further checking by the city clerk Md the former 
acting city manager. 

So we say it's a sad situation — a situation that again points up 
the administrative deficiency in the office of the Porterville city man- 
ager.

One place where the fish and 
game commission policy of plant- 
ing catchable size trout = only 
where at least 50 percent are be- 
ing caught is not only lived up | 
but exdeeded, maybe to the extent 
of 100 percent, is the Kings river 
just above Pine Flat reservoir. We 
watched a few of the big rainbow 
being taken from the tank truck 
and dropped off. the bridge into 
the river the other day. From all 
appearance they were caught up 


immediately but the fishermen 
were other fish, big monstrous | 
squaw fish. These predators are 


fast as lightning and acted as if 
they hadn’t had anything to eat 
for months, It’s quite a sight 
from the bird’s eye view off the 
bridge but somewhat discouraging 
to see the game fish go down the 
wrong gullet. 

We tried our luck at catching 
these rough fish, using the big- 
gest. plugs in our tackle box and 
fishing them off the bridge. They 
ignored some of the lures but must 
have mistaken others for more 
food as they hit certain ones and 
hard. Our Susie Q finally hooked 
one that appeared to weigh in the 
vicinity of ten pounds but after 
| about twenty minutes of fight the 
fish ducked under a rock and 
sawed the line in two. We gave 
up after that but did want to open 
up one cf the predators and see if 
|} it had a Jimit of trout for us. 
This is,a beautiful stretch of 


excellent wild trout fishing is 
provided, both for brown and rain- 
bok. This is also wonderful small 
mouth bass water too. The reser- 
voir is presently producing some 
trout, bass and lots of crappie. 
One Kingsburg angler told us, 
“You can quote me, that Pine Flat 
is full of small mouth and we took

COMMERCIAL FISHERMEN HAILED BY 
WILLIAMS AS VICTORY FOR SPORTSMEN 


* PORTERVILLE, Sept. 18—State 
Senator J. Howard Williams today 
hailed as a victory for California 
sportsmen an attorney general de- 
eision questioning the validity of 
payment of $350,000 from state 
fish and game department funds 
to commercial fishermen whose 
equipment was made “‘useless’’, by 
an anti-netting act passed by the 
state legislature. 

The 1957 legislative act prohib- 
ited the use of nets in taking sal- 
mon and shad in tidal upstream 
waters from the Carquinez bridge 
near the point where the Sacra- 
mento river flows into San Fran- 
cisco bay. 

Nets can still be used in the 
bay, Senator Williams states, but 
commercial net fishing in the area 
that is now restricted was consid- 
ered by fish and game department 
experts as a threat to the salmon 
population in California waters, 
since the Sacramento river is one 
of the principal streams used by 
salmon in the spawning season.

That California will still be 
bursting its seams in all directions 
twenty years from now has again 
been: fully demonstrated by a 
startling report on future freeway 
needs just submitted to the Joint 
Interim Committee on Highway 
Problems by the State Dept. of 
Public Works in answer to a re- 
quest of the 1957 Session. Called 
the most comprehensive highway 
study ever taken, the report is the 
result of 18 months work by the 
Division of Highways, two teams 
of technical consultants, and a 
special committee of 14 represen- 
tatives of both counties and cities. 

The report boldly calls for a 
multilane freeway system totaling 
12,250 miles which would link to- 
gether every California city of 5,- 
000 and more people by 1980, in- 
cluded, plus an additional 1,500 
miles now under local jurisdiction, 

The cost of completing this 
huge system by the target date is 
estimated at $10% billion but it 
is also figured that it will save 
the motoring public during its 
first 20 years of use a round $20 
billion in operating costs, almost 
twice the cost of building it. It 
is also estimated that it can be 
financed from existing highway 
revenues, federal, state and local, 
and still leave ample funds for 
maintenance of the full street and 
highway system. 

The report bases the need for 
this enormous program upon an 
anticipated increase in California 
population from the present 14 
million to 31 million by 1980, plus 
increases. in motor vehicle regis- 
tration from 7 to 17 million ve- 
hicles, and in total annual mileage 
from 65 billion to 200 billion an- 
nually. 

The system would also provide 
much greater safety in driving 
than our present highways do. 
When developed to full freeway 
standards, it is expected to cut fa- 
talities 60 to 75 percent for those 
using it. It will save much time 
and expense for commercial opera- 
tions, and will expand marketing 
areas, 

Though the system will contain 
only about 11 percent of the total 
street and road mileage in the 
state, it will account for about 59 
Percent of the total mileage trav- 
eled. It will relieve the most con- 
gested city streets and county 
roads for local traffic. 

Some findings of the report re- 
veal interesting lights on how we

live in California. Of total mile- 
age traveled, 48 percent is con- 
nected with earning our. livings; 
23 precent with shopping and oth- 
er family business; and 29 percent 
with social and recreational activ- 
ities. One surprising fact is that 
non-residents account for only 2.6 
percent of total travel. 


Preparation of such a thorough 
report in the time allowed is re- 
garded as positive evidence that 
state, county and city leaders can 
and will work together on prob- 
lems of major statewide import- 
ance. There were 23 separate 
meetings held in connection with 
the study, which were attended 
by 730 county representatives and 
280 from cities. The City and 
County Advisory Committee work- 
ed especially hard and gave the 
final report a strong and unquali- 
fied endorsement. 

Between now and December the 
Joint Committee on Highway 
Problems will hold a series of pub- 
lic hearings in every part of the 
state, so that all concerned can 
express their views on this plan 
for the California Freeway Sys-
